we decided to do it again/' said Bill Chamberlain, a 
Rochester Police Officer and co-chair of the Rochester 
Police Brotherhood ball drop event.

"When I expressed my displeasure with her 
obvious indifference to the functioning of my Board, what 
I was told was that 1 could come to Town Hall on some 
Monday evening to be sworn in at her convenience/' said 
Mr. Manning.

Neighbors Seek Answers on New Fair Site 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

While the town and the Rochester County Fair 
committee are gearing up to relocate the fair to a town- 
owned Pine Street property for next summer, many 
neighbors still have reservations about moving the event 
closer to their homes. 

More than 30 residents and members of the 
committee packed into the Rochester Town Hall at the 
August 22 Selectmen meeting to discuss the scope of 
work proposed at the property, and answer neighbors' 
questions and concerns.

County Fair Committee member David Souza reassured 
attendees, asking to resolve any foreseeable problems. 

The Selectmen said they intend to restrict use of 
the land to fair and town-sponsored functions by groups 
such as boy and girl scouts and Council on Aging - and 
Mr. Souza made clear that it is off limits to the circus.

available Rochester Memorial School w^ith shuttle service. 
Responding to neighbors' concerns. Police Chief Paul 
Magee emphasized that no parking would be allow^ed on 
the street, w^hich w^ould be designated as one-day during 
the course of the four-day event w^ith tw^o lanes: one for 
cars and the other for pedestrians. He said local travelers 
might have to add an additional one to tw^o minutes of 
driving to circle around Snipatuit Pond if traveling south.

At the board's August 23 meeting. Committee 
member Susan Peterson, a member of the Open Space 
Committee, also pushed for the creation of a transferable 
development right (TDR) bylaw for the town of Rochester. 

"If the planning board encourages dense 
development, or just more than one house per two 
acres, there could be a trade off to the community. We 
could make [parcels] more dense in exchange to protect 
acreage elsewhere,'' she said. In other words, she said the 
Planning Board could allow developers more leniencies 
in density for projects if they commit to preserving 
land - such as in sensitive areas near aquifers for water 
protection. 

Board member Bendrix Bailey expressed

opposition to developing a TDR bylaw. "We shouldn't be 
extorting money from people in one part of town, to give 
it to another part of town,'' he said. Mr. Bailey suggested 
that changing the zoning is enough, and that the adoption 
of TDRs is "overcomplicated." 

Chairman Arnie Johnson clarified that bylaws 
now allow for flexibility in development at a single site 
or lot for people who want to development more densely 
on one section, but keep another part open space. He said 
TDRs could mean many things, including two property 
owners swapping land to suit their needs. 

Ms. Peterson stood her ground on her view that 
a TDR bylaw should accompany a future village center 
overlay district. She argued that just allowing developers 
to, for example, preserve six acres and more densely build 
on four acres on a ten-acre parcel would not encourage 
density in the center, but a "checkerboard" development. 

"I think if we want to have more dense 
development, we need carrots. Through transferable 
development rights, a carrot is more attractive outcome 
for commercial development," she also said, noting that 
if a developer helps the community at large it would help 
keep resentment at bay for new projects. 

Mr. Bailey responded, "Grabbing new funds for a 
special interest - it isn't appropriate." 

Mr. Charbonneau also weighed in, stating, "I 
don't know how I feel about making someone do it. If it 
becomes a requirement, it may end up being a deterrent

[for future developments]/' he said. 

With no consensus reached on TDRs, board 
member Gary Florindo spoke. Instead of looking solely 
at the bylaws, he said the board should proactively speak 
with property owners in the center about what they want 
to do with their land. 

''Since I've been working on this bylaw for 
years. . . You [have to] talk to people who own the land. 
It's common sense," he said. Planner John Charbonneau 
agreed to schedule an appointment with landowners 
from the center of town to discuss the overlay. 

Relatedly, Ms. Peterson discussed Open 
Space Committee goals - which not only include a 
comprehensive land use plan and TDRs but a new open 



space residential bylaw to preserve farms. 

Mr. Johnson agreed that putting bylaws for a 
center overlay and for agriculture could be done at the 
same time. He also discussed the potential for agricultural 
enterprises to take advantage of grants to develop 
sustainable small businesses. He said a sizeable amount 
of economic development monies for agriculture are 
available in a special account in the town. 

In other business that night, Mr. Charbonneau 
said that he would forward the housing production plan 
to the Selectmen. Also, the board agreed that a new bylaw 
governing home businesses is essentially ready for town 
meeting vote, which will happen next spring. 

The board's next meeting is scheduled for

shade tree next to my unit was chopped down even 
though she watched as the maintenance man hacked at 
the branches. Ms. Sousa promised to get back to me. I am 
still waiting for an answer. 

(2) Louise Sousa blamed the "state'' and "Boston'' 
for ordering the sliding glass doors bolted shut from the 
outside. When tenants questioned Sousa at the June 9, 
2011 meeting as to who in "Boston", she replied, "I don't 
remember; I don't know. I can check in the office. It was 
done as an experiment." 

In a surprise move two months later (Aug. 11 
meeting); Mr. McCullough revealed the maintenance man 
"took it upon himself to bolt the sliding glass doors shut." 
Incredible! So, why did the executive director blame 
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"Boston" and the "state" at the June 9, 2011 meeting? Why 
didn't Ms. Sousa give tenants a candid answer? Is this an 
executive director that can be trusted and depended on 
to do the right thing, make the right decisions and give 
truthful straightforward answers? 

Since, the imprudent board of commissioners' 
will not hold anyone accountable and responsible for 
bolting doors shut from the outside, this now affords the 
executive director and maintenance man a green light to 
do whatever they want while undistinguished housing 
authority board members sit on their hands waiting 
to sweep other indiscretions under the proverbial rug. 
Someone needs to step in and hold people responsible for 
wrongdoing, and others must be voted out. 

(3) "Mr. McCullough said that his feeling was that 
tenant safety was the first priority and that sliders should 
remain closed, except in the event of an emergency." 
He went on to say, "We buzz people in and out of the 
buildings. . . yet, sliders are open for anyone to walk in. . . 
it doesn't make sense." If, it doesn't make sense for Mr. 
McCullough and "safety was the first priority," then, 
the board of commissioners' needs to explain why they 
plan to begin reconfiguring the building's second floor 
sliders first and not begin the reconfiguration process 
with the first floor. I think intruders are prudent and 
practical enough that they will not risk life and limb 
by climbing up the exterior shingles and enter through 
the second floor sliders. That the reconfiguration of the 
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building's exterior is being done for ''safety'' is laughable 
and stretches credibility. Many believe reconfiguring 
the second floor first makes it not a safety issue, but a 
retribution issue, a pretext to punish the courageous 
critics who live on the second floor and who sounded the 
alarm regarding sliders being bolted from the outside. 

(4) While we are on the subject of "safety" being 
the first priority, I urge Mr. McCullough to ensure that all 
the second floor tenants have a rear stairway exit from 
their units to the outside. At the moment, only unit #31 
has a set of rear stairs leading directly out of their unit 
and to safety. A second exit out of the apartment should 
be a priority if the board is sincere about placing "safety" 
first. Please explain why only one "special" unit has a 



rear stairway leading to "safety"? 

(5) Mr. James Marathas, Director of Facilities 
Management from DHCD, said that the door handles on 
the sliding glass doors would be removed, so that, the 
doors would become glass panels. How does this differ 
from bolting doors shut from the outside? Please explain 
how would one open a sliding door in an emergency if 
the door handle is removed? The manufacturer's purpose 
of providing sliding glass doors was for ventilation and 
egress; any tampering with the glass door compromises 
its intended purpose as well as the manufacturer's design. 
These doors have provided fresh air and sunshine for 30 
years. Sunshine is the best disinfectant for mold spores. 

(6) "The suspected cause for mold was that

The Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Project went out for bid in 
the month of June. Due to the highly competitive bidding 
environment and the additional connections that were added 
by qualified applications, we now feel comfortable that the 
estimated per connection betterment will be less than $32,500. 
At one point last year, The Commissioners needed to deny 
certain applications for connections to 12 vacant lots due to 
the funding requirements of the Department of Enviromental 
Protection.

According 
to the bylaw, the only way that a lot owner can become part 
of the project after the deadline is if a 2/3rds vote of Town 
Meeting allows them to become part of the project. We do not 
know how many additional individuals wish to become part 
of the project. If you are one of those individuals, please fill 
out the Application on the Water and Sewer Commissioners 
website at http://www.necksewerproject.webs.com and send it 
to the Commissioners prior to SEPTEMBER 17, 2011. 
An application does not guarantee a sewer connection. 
Each application will be reviewed individually. For further 
information visit the website above. 
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the facility was built upon damp, wet ground. .." My 
understanding is water seeped through the cracks in the 
concrete slab floor of individual units with rugs acting as 
wicks in first floor units. The hallways are concrete and 
rug free; however, there is a section of trap rock along the 
exterior wall of the first floor units that becomes moist 
after a heavy rainfall. 

(7) Finally, "A ruling that plants could no longer 
be located in hallways went into effect," has never been 
enforced. There is a replicated Costa Rican rainforest in 
the facilities west end near the executive director's office 
that thrives on perpetual care: spraying, misting, and 
watering. 

In conclusion, it is highly unlikely that intruders 
will enter through second level glass sliders, so, I suggest 
second floor doors remain open to let in fresh air and 
sunshine - mold inhibitors, and plants be removed as 
they are water intensive - moisture encourages mold.

Mattapoisett Village Court 
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To the Editor: 

The (Marion) Conservation Commission has 
become aware of a number of statements made by 
residents and (the Marion) Selectmen at the subject 
meeting that are misleading or irrelevant with respect to 
the Conservation Commission and its actions. 

It is important that everyone understands the 
process, defined in MGL 310 CMR 10.00 (the Wetlands 
Protection Act Regulations), for submitting a Notice of 
Intent to the Conservation Commission. The Marion 
Conservation Commission is required by law to follow 
this procedure: 

A Notice of Intent (NOI) form has to be filled out 
and submitted to the Conservation Commission for any 
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proposed work in or near a State defined resource area. 

Prior to submitting the NOI, the applicant shall 
provide notification to all abutters via certified mail of the 
intended work. 

The Conservation Commission publishes a legal 
notice in The Wanderer notifying residents of the time and 
place of the public hearing for each NOI and a summary 
of the proposed work. 

A public hearing is held for each NOI. Prior to 
the hearing, the Conservation Commission performs a 
site visit to review the plans. At the hearing, the applicant 
presents his/her proposed project to the Conservation 
Commission and is required to provide answers to the 
Conservation Commission until the Commission is 
convinced they fully understand the proposed project 
and how it may impact the resource areas. Comments 
from the assembled audience are requested and questions 
are answered by the Commission or the applicant. 
When the Commission is satisfied that the issues have 
been answered, the hearing is closed. Subsequently the 
Commission issues an Order of Conditions, approving or 
disapproving the project. 

Once the Order of Conditions is issued, there is a 
10-business-day period within which participants at the 
hearing can appeal the Order of Conditions to Mass DEP. 

After issuance of the Order of Conditions, an 
applicant may request an Amended Order of Conditions 
if changes need to be made to the project. This will result 
in an additional public hearing. 

With this background, let us address some of the 
issues discussed at the July 12th Selectmen's meeting: 

After a number of people spoke about the use 
of crumb rubber, one person asked if the Conservation 
Commission had addressed their concerns? The answer 
is no, none of the speakers at the July 12th Selectmen's 
meeting had participated in the public hearings 
previously held by the Conservation Commission, 
therefore nothing was provided to the Commission for 
review. 

One abutter confirmed that he had been notified 
of the public hearings and did not attend because he felt 
that the Conservation Commission would look out for

the Town's interest. The Commission's responsibility is to 
regulate wetlands activity under the Wetlands Protection 
Act; the Wetlands Protection Act does not address 
the Town's interest. The Act is designed to protect the 
wetlands which may or may not be in the interest of the 
individual residents or of the Town. 

The same abutter had a back-and-forth with 
his wife about the amount of time the Commission 
spent at each meeting on the Tabor subject. It should 
be noted that there is no requirement on how long the 
Commission spends on a subject; it spends as much 
time as it needs. Equating the review time to the size of 
the project is an erroneous measure. This tactic appears 
to have been taken because the researchers could find 
no technical fault with the process. Subsequently one 
of the Selectmen thought the plans complex and the 
Commission needed help. Presumably the two speakers 
were unaware of the fact that the Commission conducted 
site visits with plans in hand and accompanied by the 
Tabor engineer to understand the work proposed. In 
addition, the Commission spent several hours researching 
and responding to questions and concerns on the project 
after the project had been approved and the appeal period 
passed. 

Another resident compared the time for approval 
of his ball field project with the Tabor athletic field project. 
Though conceptually similar, his ball field project work 
was closer to a different resource area and the abutters 
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were active participants in the hearings and subsequently 
appealed the Order of Conditions he received. 

Another abutter indicated that she had talked to 
the State and suggested that she has the right to request 
a new NOI. The decision to issue an Amended Order 
of Conditions or require a new NOI rests entirely with 
the Conservation Commission, and not with individual 
citizens. 

Two of the Selectmen were critical of the 
Conservation Commission, implying that the process was 
faulty resulting in the present situation. The Commission 
notes that Tabor was treated exactly like every other 
applicant that comes before us. The hearings continue 
until the Commission is satisfied with its understanding 
of the project and the questions of abutters are addressed. 
Of course if the abutters are not present then they have 
abdicated their responsibility to participate and their right 
to appeal. 

The number of members required for a quorum 
is three (3). Three members of the Commission signed 
the Order of Conditions; there is no requirement for more 
signatures. 

In summary, the abutters and other residents are 
dragging the Selectmen, Tabor and the Town through 
a knothole because they failed to participate in the 
established legal process in the beginning. After some 
research these residents have a number of questions. The 
speakers have not clearly delineated which questions 
would be appropriate to address at a Conservation 
Commission meeting and which are not. This lack of 
clarity has resulted in mass confusion and frustration 
by townspeople. It is evident from the statements 
made about the Conservation Commission that the 
speakers do not understand the requirements and the 
process, or have chosen to ignore them. We appreciate 
that the general public is not aware of the specific roles 
and responsibilities of the Conservation Commission, 
but for the Selectmen to state in a public meeting that 
the Conservation Commission is the cause of their 
discomfort, without first reviewing the situation with the 
Conservation Commission so that they have both sides 
of the issue, is a great disservice to the members of the 
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Commission. 

The Commission looks forward to the 
opportunity to discuss this matter with the Selectmen.

Correction 

In the August 18 issue of The Wanderer (''Marion 
to Consider 'Green' Designation"), it was stated that "Bill 
Saltonstall of the Marion Energy Management Committee 
(MEMC) said that wind power would be unlikely because 
the town had rejected efforts to pass a wind turbine 
bylaw, and had rejected Great Hill as a proposed wind 
energy location." 

Marion passed a change to the existing wind 
turbine bylaw at the Spring Town Meeting in 2010 
that addressed large wind turbines. Mr. Saltonstall 
did say that the Great Hill site did meet the minimum 
wind velocity and he did not know of another site in 
Marion that met the requirement and so a wind turbine 
would not be a key element in the Green Communities 
consideration.

It's that time of year again - time to think about battening 
down the hatches. As we put this issue of The Wanderer to 
bed, Hurricane Irene lurks over the ocean and threatens to 
make landfall over the Atlantic coastline. It's unlikely that 
Irene will pass over the Tri-Town, but it's a reminder to get 
ourselves ready for the hurricane season, which peaks in late 
August and September in Massachusetts. 

Know Your Risk and What to Do: 

• Contact your local emergency management office to 
learn about evacuation routes and emergency plans. 

• Get additional preparation information from FEMA at 
www.FEMA.gov, or m.FEMA.gov for your mobile device; 
learn more from the Ready Campaign at Ready.gov, the 
Citizen's Corps at CitizensCorps.gov, the American Red 
Cross at Red Cross.org, and NOAA's National Hurricane 
Center at nhc.NOAA.gov. 

• Inquire about emergency plans and procedures at your 
child's school and at your workplace. 

• Make a family disaster plan that includes out-of-town 
contacts and locations to reunite if you become separated. Be 
sure everyone knows home, work and cell phone numbers, and 
how to dial 911. 

• Assemble a disaster supplies kit with food, water, 
medical supplies (including all your necessary medications), 
batter-powered radio, batteries, flashlights and other items to 
allow you to get by for three days after a hurricane hits. 

• Gather important documents, such as birth and marriage 
certificates, social security cards, passports, wills, deeds, and 
financial and insurance records. Store them in a fire and flood- 
safe location or a safe-deposit box. 

Prepare Your Home Before the Storm: 

• Install permanent wooden or metal storm shutters or 
board up windows with 5/8 -inch marine plywood. 

• Trim trees and clear rain gutters and downspouts. 

• Plan ahead for protection of pets and livestock. For 
information on pet protection, go to www.FEMA.gov and 
search "Pet Owners". 

As the Storm Approaches: 

• Remember that a Watch means that the hurricane may 
threaten to strike within 36 to 48 hours. A Warning means 
that the hurricane is expected to strike within 24 hours. 

• Have a full tank of gas in a vehicle, cash, and your 
disaster supplies kit ready to go. 

• Make sure every family member carries or wears 
identification. 

• Listen to the radio or television and NOAA Weather 
Radio All-Hazards for current information and be prepared to 
act quickly. 

• Turn refrigerator and freezer to maximum cold and keep 



closed. 

• Secure your boat or move it to a safer mooring. 

• Fill the bathtub and other large containers with water for 
bathing, flushing toilets and cleaning, but do not drink this 
water. 

• Secure or bring inside such outdoor items as patio 
furniture, kids' slides and power mowers. 

• Turn off propane tanks. Shut off other utilities if 
emergency officials advise you to do so. 

Evacuate If You: 

• Are directed by local authorities to do so. Be sure to 
follow their directions. 

• Live in a mobile home, a high-rise building, on the coast, 
a floodplain, near a river, or an inland waterway, or otherwise 
feel you will be in danger. 

Tf You are Told to Evacuate: 

• Turn off all utilities if authorities advise you to do so. 

• Don't delay in evacuating once you get word to leave. 

• Stick to designated evacuation routes. If you need help, 
the evacuation route is the most likely place that you will be 
able to find help. 

• Take your most reliable vehicle and avoid taking multiple 
vehicles that create gridlock. 

If You Cannot Evacuate and Are Staying in Your Home: 

• Go to a safe indoor place for refuge, such as an interior 
room, closet or hallway. Stay downstairs only if you are not in 
a flood zone or storm- surge area. 

• Do not go outdoors during the storm, even in its early 
stages. Flying debris is extremely dangerous. 

• Close all doors, brace external doors, stay clear of 
windows and keep curtains and blinds shut. 

• If necessary, take cover under a heavy table, or under 
something protective. 

• Don't be tricked by a sudden lull in the storm, as it may 
be the "eye" of the hurricane passing over. The storm will 
resume with the same intensity once the eye passes. 

Immediately After the Storm: 

• Use extreme caution going out of doors. Be alert for 
downed power lines, broken glass, and damage to building 
foundations, streets and bridges, and coastal or hillside 
erosion. 

• Keep listening to the radio, television, or NOAA Weather 
Radio All-Hazards. 

• Watch for closed roads. If you come across a barricaded 
or flooded road: Don't Drown, Turn Around. 

Be Prepared To: 

• Stay on firm ground. Moving water only 6-inches 
deep can sweep you off your feet. Standing water may be

electrically charged from power lines. 

• Once home, check gas, water, electrical lines and 
appliances for damage. 

• Use a flashlight to inspect for damage. Never use candles 
or other open flames indoors. 

• When using a generator, avoid electrocution hazards 
by following the manufacturers' instructions and standard 
electrical code. 

• Do not drink tap water until you know it is safe. 

The Recovery Process: 

• For direct assistance to individuals' and families' 
immediate needs, contact the American Red Cross or other 
local voluntary agencies. 

• Check newspapers, television or radio news for 



information on disaster assistance available. 

• If you have property damage, contact your insurance 
company as soon as possible.

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Tri-Town History Files 
The Story of 
Mattapoisett Willie 
By Kyle DeCicco-Carey 

At the turn of the 20th 
century, a colorful character 
known as "Mattapoisett Willie'' 
was known to locals as a hard- 
working gentleman, and a 
drifter with a sad past. His story 
became fodder for far-reaching

newspapers, who wanted to report why Willie chose to 
live in a secluded hut instead of within society 

William had been a hard worker all of his life. 
He was born in county Galway Ireland and learned to 
be a cotton spinner. He moved on from that profession 
and sold dry goods for a time before moving to England 
to work on building a railroad through the mountains 
to Scotland. By this time, he was somewhere between 21 
and 25 years old. His closest family was a sister living 
in America. When her letters stopped arriving, William 
became alarmed. He left his home and job in England 
and set off for America to find her. 

She had been living in Lawrence, Massachusetts, 
perhaps working in the local mills. When he arrived, 
he could not locate her. Perhaps acting on a tip, William 
headed south to New Bedford where he found her safe. 

William decided to stick around the city and 
found employment. Within a few years, perhaps after 
making sure his sister was cared for, William found 
himself drifting down to the Cape working odd jobs here 
and there. He may have realized that putting a distance 
between himself and the woman he was in love with, 
but could never be with, helped him cope with the loss. 
He had always planned to return to England. However, 
sometime between 1885 and 1890, he stumbled in to 
Mattapoisett. By this time, he became withdrawn from 
people. He couldn't stay in one place for long, had 
few possessions and was making do without full time 
employment. 

He quietly settled in Mattapoisett and soon 
became part of the community. He became a recognized 
face and was known for his quiet, yet polite, demeanor. 
The locals felt a certain amount of pity for the man they 
referred to as "Willie of the Marble Hall". He did odd 
jobs for people around town. He didn't have a home 
and he was tolerated sleeping out and about the village 



and even moving indoors to people's sheds and barns 
during inclement weather and winter months. He was 
encouraged to live in the local almshouse on Aucoot 
Cove but he refused. By the time he was in his 50s, the 
people of Mattapoisett became more concerned for the 
aging man's welfare. In a last ditch effort to encourage 
him to move into the almshouse, the town notified him 
he was no longer allowed to sleep in sheds or barns. 

To avoid confrontation and to keep from moving 
into the almshouse, Willie built a rudimentary hut in 
less than a day. His makeshift house sat near the town 
hall and the New Bedford and Onset Street Railway, 
probably in the area of present day Depot Street and 
Railroad Avenue. 

Willie lived out his days in his shack with a 
roommate, a cat named Daisy. Later in life, he began 
to open up and talk about his life. Word spread and 
newspapers from Louisiana and Nebraska wrote 
about "Mattapoisett Willie". He may have enjoyed 
the attention and had fun with it. In 1900, he told the 
census taker he was from Ireland and his last name 
was O'Ratican. He told a news reporter he was from 
Scotland. To another, he claimed to be from England. In 
one news story he talked about his lost love. To another 
reporter, he hinted at a failed romance but refused to talk 
about it. 

By 1908, Willie was living in another shanty at 
the end of North Street. On December 26 of that year, 
Willie had been walking along North Street when he 
was stuck by an automobile driven by Isaiah Purrington 
Atsatt, who lived on Main Street in the village. William 
suffered a broken collarbone and a severe head wound 
from the impact. He was taken to St. Luke's Hospital in 
New Bedford and died two days later without regaining 
consciences. His body was laid to rest in Cushing 
Cemetery in Mattapoisett, perhaps in an unmarked 
grave. 

Not long before his death, Willie remarked, "I 
am not a lonesome man. I have been happy all of my 
life and am fairy well contented now". Among the few 
possessions he had when he died was his personal 
library, which included: the Bible, Arabian Nights and 
two volumes of works of Shakespeare.

Fright Night Starring Anton Yelchin and Colin Farrell. 
Directed by Craig Gillespie. Running time: 106 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

The scariest thing in the new Fright Night remake is 
the notion of Lisa Loeb playing a teenager's mom. This seems 
outlandish to me, since I know for difact that she was a young 
twenty something indie-rock singer only about two minutes ago; 
but 1995 was a long time ago, it turns out, and here she is, age 
43, as a teenager's mom. Tempus sure does fugit like a shot. The 
rest of Fright Night didn't upset me nearly as much, but then the 
original 1985 film didn't either. That film, which gained from 
a witty Roddy McDowall performance as a late-night horror- 
show host turned vampire hunter, was an agreeable throwback, 
in the midst of the slasher-flick bloodletting that dominated the 
genre, to old-school monster-mash thrills. Fright Night 2011 is a 
throwback to a throwback, only this time vampires aren't nearly 
as scarce in pop culture as they were 26 years ago. If you seek 
their sparkly monument, look around you. 

As in the original, recovering dork Charley (Anton 
Yelchin) becomes suspicious of the new next-door neighbor, 
Jerry (Colin Farrell), a charmer who works nights and sleeps 
days. Stepping into Chris Sarandon's suave shoes, Farrell gives 
Jerry an additional rough-and-tumble, working-class sexiness 
that's plausibly catnip to the (hetero) ladies and alluring to the 
guys he meets, too. (When a couple of cops stop by Jerry's 
house to investigate a scream, a laughing Jerry puts them at ease 
immediately.) Jerry reads as a good guy, so when Charley starts 
pegging him as a vampire, it makes sense that nobody believes 
him. There's some subtext involving Charley's sexual jealousy 
of Jerry: Charley's girlfriend Amy (Imogen Foots) is hot to trot, 
but he's too nervous to appease her. Jerry definitely wouldn't be 
too nervous. 

Fright Night will not survive parking-lot logic, wherein 
on the way to the car you begin to trip over the plot holes, 
such as a house blowing up and nobody seeming to notice, or 
various teenagers disappearing and nobody really noticing that, 
either, except for geeky Christopher Mintz-Plasse, who himself 
disappears fairly early on and nobody really notices. Has Jerry 
darkly enchanted everyone's minds? The Roddy McDowall 




analog here is David Tennant, unrecognizable until he peels 
off his Criss Angel get-up, as a cheeseball Vegas magician 
conversant with the supernatural. Tennant is up for a good 
cynical performance, until the script dumps a backstory on him 
that kind of kills his arc. He's supposed to be a fake who finds 
out that vampires are quite real, but instead he's a fake who 
knows all along that vampires are real? I couldn't grab onto 
who he was supposed to be. 

Still, some of the movie is reasonably amusing — 
there's a nice Children of Men homage set inside a speeding 
car — and director Craig Gillespie, whose previous film was 
the quirky indie comedy-drama Lars and the Real Girl, gives 
some real attention to human interaction (and vampire/human 
interaction). I get the feeling he wanted to make a classical 
vampire flick about repression, and some of it resonates nicely. 
(There's even a quick shot at David Tennant 's lack of staying 
power in bed.) Everyone in the film has a weird, frustrated angle 
on sex except Jerry, who represents casually, carnally taking 
what you want when you want it. Only a metaphorical rapist 
like Jerry can be truly sexually fulfilled; everyone else is too 
human, too awkward, to let loose and get it on. 

The movie was filmed in 3D — the extra dimension 
wasn't added later, as in Thor and Captain America — and, 
as usual, it looks best when suggesting depth. Not a lot pokes 
out at us, though the sparks that emanate from dying vampires 
float lazily and rather beautifully out into the theater, like 
fireflies saying hi. Some scenes, especially an early one inside 
a missing kid's darkened house, will get the audience squinting 
to make out what's happening (in that case, not much). Various 
implements of vampire- slaying do invade our space now and 
again, and blobs of blood and billows of fire. But for the most 
part, there was no compelling reason for Fright Night to require 
special glasses. Have fun trying to find a theater showing it in 
plain ol' 2D, though.
